Onr Population Incrt-a***.
Washington, Aug. 29..The eities of

the United States, so far as the eensus
offlce has yet given out the flgures,
show a very healthy and satisfactory
rate of increase of population during
the past ten years. The percentage of
increase ranges from 9.77 for Cincin¬
natl to 51.88 for Toledo. Ths three
eities whieh have increased tha most
rapidly ara Toledo, Indlanapolis and
Chicago. Owing to the changea ln
boundary in the consolidation of what
is now known as "Greater Naw York"
the percentage for that city cannot be
accurately stated. For Philadelphia it
ls 23.57; Boston, 25.67; St. Louis, 27.33;
Baltimore. 17.15; District of Columbia,
20.9S; Cleveland, 46.07; New Orleans,
18.62; San Francisco, 14.54; Milwau¬
kee, 39.54. _¦_

Philadelphia. It is thought to be the
chief aim of Senator Hanna to get but
one set of eleetors in the fleld.
Ohairman Tipton. of the Evans state

eommittee, was asked what effect Mark
Ilanna's letter would have. He re¬
plied that it would hava tho same ef¬
fect as shaking a red rag in the face
of an angry hull.
"Wo do not roeognlze Mr. Hanna as
